Wycombe started strong- 
ly and nearly went ahead 
inside the first minute, 
when Steve Hardwick’s 
back header. from a corner 
sped ‘dangerously across 
the face of the goal. 

Heavy rain all day made 

the pitch distinctly slippery 
and Wycombe forward 
Gary Toll appeared to wel- 
come the extra ‘give’ in the 
ground, to produce prob- 
ably his best performance 
of the season. 
It was Toll ‘who helped.
